SACRAMENTO — Total 
poset requirements of 
California’s county gov- 
ernments. increased 7.51 
percent for Fiscal Year 
1976-77 and reached a 
statewide average of $373 
per person, State Controller 
Peer Cory reported to- 

ay. 

“Increases by 49 counties 
resulted in a budget total of 
$7.7 billion for 57 counties 
which is $538.8. million 
higher than in 1975-76,” 
Cory said in summarizing 
the 15th Annual Report of 
Budget Requirements and 
Means of Financing 
Adopted by California Coun- 
ties. 

Budget reductions were 
made in the counties of Al- 
pine, Del Norte, Humboldt, 
Lassen, Mendocino, Mon- 
terey, Sutter and Yuba. The 
report is confined to county 
budget requirements and 
does not reflect the budgets

Property 
tax levies for 1976-77 total 
$2.5 billion and account for 
32.46 percent of the budget 
requirements of the 57 coun- 
ties. The 1975-76 tax levies of 
$2.26 billion accounted for 
only 31.54 percent of the 
total budgets. 

There were increased 
property tax levies in 56 
counties, and 38 counties 
showed a higher degree of 
reliance on property tax re- 
venues than they did last

f Imperial County showed 
least reliance on property 
taxes which make up only 
18.74 percent of its budget 
needs, Marin County re- 
ported that property taxes 
make up 38.49 percent of its 
revenues, the highest per- 
centage among the coun- 
ties.
